In June ñ group of 27 students (21 

girls and 6 boys) ffom 2nd and 3rd 
ESO nraveHed to Germatay. We 
went there from the 14 lh of June to 
the 26 l!| „ The town's name is 
Hungen and it h situated 50 kms, 
north of Frankfort. There are two 
lakes: a. big one and a small one, 
an old castle. sotne rcs,taLirants, 
pubs, supennarkets,... and a trasn 
which crosscs the iown very 
frecuently during the day and at 
night. 

The tow'n has indooraniJ outdoor 
sports facilities, so you can prac- 
tise all kind of sports. unfortu- 
nately llie weafher was very bad.. 
The schod of the German's stu- 
dents is Gesamischule. This 
school has got more than a ihou- 
sand stndents from 13 to 20. They 
start school at eight in the mom- 
tng and ñnish at 12.30 or 13.15 in 
the aftemoon, Thcir classes laat 45 
minutes . They stari classes at ihe 
beginning of September and ñn- 
ish in thc mtddle of July, so they 
oniy have six weeks off in sum- 
rner. but ihey havc longCT hofiday 
at Christmas. 

Theschool isquitebig. Ithas nine 
or ten difTerent buildings. Wc saw 
the library, the computer's ciass- 
room, and many other parts of the 
schooL The students atschool act 
like the pupil* we see on tv, pro- 
grammes: they s.iay in ihc corH- 
dors during the breaks, they are al! 
Lhc dmc going from onc class to 
anotherv. during the breaks they 
doift h ave %o stay at schooi and can 
go out (there tinpn'tfences)* „* In 
dass they study the same things 
we do. bul in English they study 
books of history or things like this. 
There in Hungen they organised 
all kind of aetivttics for u$, We 
have to thank everybody at school. 
but cspccialiy the teachers of the 
English Confercnce: Mr, 


HausoLter, Mrs, Maya, Mrs. 
Schneider and Mr. Horstmann. 
Evetybody vvas vcry kind and we 
felt as if w r e were at homc. Thattks 
a lot for everything! 

Thc Trip to Gcrmany
